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Rumania’s Danger. 


The latest Russian and Rumanian re- 
ports imply that the loss of Constanza may 
not necessarily involve the loss of the 
bridge-head of Cernavoda. On their right 
wing, south of Cernavoda, the Allied forces 
hold their ground, while on their left wing 
they have taken up positions on the 
heights north of Constanza. The loss of 
Constanza by itself need not be regarded 
too seriously. It is Rumania’s chief Black 
Sea port, and its occupation by the enemy 
deprives her of her means of direct com- 
munication by sea with Odessa and the 
Russian Crimean ports ; but it is doubtful 
whether Russia has extensively employed 
sea rather than railway transit for the 
reinforcement of Rumania. A more im- 
portant consideration is that of the stores 
at Constanza. Normally it is a great 
dépét of grain and oil, and the Germans 
are in desperate need of stocks of these 
commodities. We are not informed as 
yet whether any large stocks of them have 
fallen into the enemy's hands at Con- 
stanza; possibly they were removed or 
destroyed in time, for the Berlin com- 
muniqué usually hastens to reckon captures 
} of “booty,” and there is no mention in it 
of any considerable haul. The crucial 
question, however, is whether Marshal von 
Mackensen's capture of Constanza will lead 


heed, which is the true objective of his 
offensive in the Dobrudja. To such an 
attempt he will, doubtless, turn his energy 
at the earliest possible moment. It is 
almost impossible to estimate his prospects 
oí success because we are uninformed upon 
the most important factor involved—the 
factor of numbers. It is evident that 
Marshal von Mackensen has been strongly 
reinforced ; for a fortnight ago he was not 
only unable to.advance, but was hard put 
to it to maintain himself against the 
Russo Rumanian attack, We do not 
know how strongly he has been rein forced; 
nor, upon the other side, do we know what

secure against the threat of invasion from 
the north-west, it is important for them 
to preserve their future means of access for 
an invasion of Bulgaria in their turn. II, 
on the other hand, all, available reinforce- 
ments are required for defence against 
General yon Falkenhayn's attack, they 
cannot afford to mortgage their present 
mcurity for future advantage. If it is a 
choice between the safety of the Transyl- 
vanian Alps and the preservation of the 
Cernavoda bridge-head, the latter, it is 
clear, must be abandoned. Marshal von 
Mackensen will have secured his object 
if he compels the Rumanians to retire 
across the bridge—which might prove a 
dangerous and delicate operation—and de- 
stroy it behind them. It is not at all pro- 
bable that in that event he would attempt 
to follow up his success with a crossing of 
the Danube into Rumania proper. The 
real danger to Rumania lies not in his 
attack from the south, but in General von 
Falkenhayn's attack from the north-west. 
On that front the position, if. not free 
from anxiety, is, on the whole, reassuring. 
General von Falkenhayn failed to break 
the Rumanians’ defence at the first blow 
when he hadthem at a disadvantage after 
their too confident advance into Transyl- 
vania, and he is not finding his task easier 
now that they have been able to reorganise 
their resistance and Russian reinforce 
ments are reaching them. Yesterday's 
Berlin communiqué .announces in very 
vague terms that in the last few days the 
strong Russian resistance at the southern 
outlet of the Roter Turm Pass has been 
broken”; but there is nothing whatever 
in the Rumanian and Russian reports to 
bear out this claim, and it is somewhat re- 
markable that the enemy have not 
attempted to improve their alleged success. 
Their effort at present, as a matter of fact, 
is concentrated in quite another part of the 
frontier line—that part of the Predeal Pass 
which carries the railway from Brasso to 
Bukharest, and the Bran Defile imme 
diately to the west of it. Heavy fighting 
is still in progress at this point, but 
neither here nor elsewhere have the enemy 
yet been able to debouch from the passes, 
while at some points they have been driven 
back by the defenders. Their extremely 
difficult and costly offensive must be put- 
ting a severe strain upon their effectives, 
and the contest promises to resolve itself 
into a mere question whether they or the 
Russians can provide greater reserves for 
it. It is probable that, as the winter sets 
a tighter grip on the greater part of the 
eastern front, both the enemy and the 
Russians will move forces to the Rumanian 
frontier, and the intensity of the struggle 
on the whole eastern front will be concen- 
trated upon it. ‘All the Allies realise that 
Rumania’s fortunes will make a tremen- | 
dous difference to the whole future course 
of the war, but none of them can assist 
her so direct as the Russians, or do more 
than they are doing already. . General 
Sarrail’s róle will be decided by events in 
the Dobrudja. If the Kumanians retire 
from Cernavoda, his offensive must be sus- 
pended. — lí they hold on, he is supplied 
with a motive for pressing it as vigorously 
as the lateness of the season allows. For 
the rest, the Western Allies can do 
Rumania no better service than to continue 
their crushing offensive on the Somme. 
That offensive, we learn from last nights 
Paris communiqué, is now supported by 
another great French movement. The new 
attack has been launched, as if to em- 
phasise the Germans’ impotence, on their 
chosen ground before Verdun, and it has

: Australia. ? 


To-day is the 300th anniversary of the 
discovery of Australia. This statement 
has to be qualified as soon as made. 
Before 1616 various navigators had sailed 
their ships into the Australasian seas and 
had seen land. Spaniards were cruising 
there in the sixteenth century, and in 1606 
Torres passed through the strait which 
bears his name. There is ground for be- 
liewing that Dutch mariners surveyed part 
of the coast line in 1605. October 26th, 
1616, must be accepted, however, as the 
earliest authentic date on which white men

Police and the Rebellion. 


The Government is being compelled to 
recognise the claims of the men of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary and Dublin 
Metropolitan Police who were killed or 
injured in the rebellion. ‘ihe Earl of 
Desart, who raised the question in the 
House: of Lords yesterday, was told that 
the Government has already made pay- 
ments beyond those authorised by 
Statute.” Unfortunately, the pensions and 
allowances authorised by Statute are so 
wretchedly small that the Government’s 
additions have not raised them to anything 
like the level of adequacy. Sixty pounds 
is a miserable pension for the widow of 
a Constabulary officer who was killed in 
the brave fulfilment of his duty against 
the King's enemies. If he had held the 
corresponding rank in the Army, his 
widow's pension would have been £140. 
No constable’s widow could exist, even in 
peace-time, on the present maximum 
pension. A young constable who was 
crippled by a bullet-wound during the 
rebellion, and will never do a strong 
man’s work again, has been discharged 
from the service on a pension of £50. 
The case of widows and dependents of 
men of the Dublin Metropolitan Police is 
even more distressing. Such treatment is not 
likely to attract the right sort of men to the 
two forces on which Ireland's peace and 
safety depend so largely. The Govern- 
ment admits that the present situation is 
not creditab New inquiries are being 
made as to the sufficiency of the existing 
pensions and allowances. The Chief 
Secretary is investigating individual 
cases, “with a determination that justice 
shall be done.” We are sure that Mr. 
Duke will approach the subject with care 
and sympathy, and will be influenced not 
merely by the deserts of these gallant 
men and their families, but by considera- 
tions of public policy. Whether the 
Treasury will be as generous as Mr. Duke 
would- like to be is quite another ques- 
tion. We hope that the Government's 
promise will not weaken public support 
of the Police and Constabulary Recogni- 
tion Fund, which issues today another 
list of subscriptions. In the first place, 
this fund proposes to reward not merely 
the men who actually suffered in the re- 
bellion, and their dependents, but all the 
men of both forces who set an example of 
loyal and courageous servige during those 
terrible days. In the next place, we 
cannot expect that even the revised scale 
of pensions and allowances will dispense 
with the necessity of recognition by a 
grateful public.

Lord Lansdowne, who had been 
obviously uneasy during the delivery of 
these speeches, then rose, and made 4 
much more sympathetic statement. He 
endorsed all that had been said in praise 
of the police, who had shown great 
courage in most trying circumstances, and 
were entitled to generous treatment. Mr. 
Duke had taken up the question before 
Lord Desart’s notice had appeared on the 
Order Paper, and was going through the 
cases one by one to see that justice should 
be done. This pacified the Opposition, 
and the notice was withdrawn. But it 
remains 4 mystery why Lord Lansdowne 
did not make the Government reply in 
the first instance. 

There was again an enormous list of 
questions in the House of Commons, but 
barely half of the 192 on the paper re- 
ceived oral answers, and few of them 
were of much public importance. One 
of the exceptions was Mr. George Terrell’s 
inquiry as to why voluntarily attested 
men who had reached the age of 41 were 
being called up. This led to an informal 
debate, in the course of which Mr. Lloyd 
George was confronted with an alleged 
promise of the War Office that no men 
over 41 should be called up. He de- 
clared that the only promise given. was 
that attested and unattested men should 
be treated alike, and that the Army could 
not spare the men affected. Eventually 
Mr. Terrell obtained leave to move the 
adjournment of the House in order that 
the matter might be threshed out. Mr. 
McKenna was severely heckled about the 
delay in winding up the German banks in 
London and the continued employment in 
them of enemy aliens. He stuck to his 
point that these banks were doing no 
business except completing pre-war 
tran ions, and that they were continued 
solely in the interests of their British 
creditors. The House appeared to re- 
main somewhat sceptical. :

FRENCH OFFICIAL. 
VERDUN LINE BROKEN. 

Last night's French communiqué says : — 

On the Verdun front, after intense artil- 
lery preparation, the projected attack on 
the right bank of the Meuse was launched. 

At twenty minutes to twelve this morning 
the enemy line, attacked on a front of 
seven kilometres, was broken through 
everywhere to a depth which at the middle 
attained a distance of three kilometres. 
The village and fort of Douaumont are 
in our hands. To the left our troops, ad- 
vancing beyond the work and farm of 
Theaumont, rushed the quarries of Haud- 
romont, establishing themselves along the 
road from Bras to Douaumont. 
On the right of the front our line runs 
to the north of the Bois de la Cailette, 
along the western outskirts of the village 
of Vaux, the eastern border of Fumin 
Wood, and vontinues to the north of 
Chenois Wood and Damloup Battery.

DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF 


LORDS. 


In the House of Lords yesterday the Earl 
of Desart asked whether any special pro- 
visions had been made in regard to pen: 
sions and gratuities in the case of officers 
and men of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
killed or injured in the rebellion in Ire- 
land. 

The“ Earl of Meath and Viscount Midieton 
urged that special consideration should be 
given to the cases of these men Lord 
Meath declaring that they had virtually 
prevented rebellion in a great part of the 
country. 

Viscount Allendale and the Maranis of Lans 
downe said that the Government had 
made payments beyond those authorised 
by statute, and at present the Chief Sec- 
retary was going into the matter of the 
sufficiency oí such pensions and allow. 
ances. 


In the House of Lords last night, 

The Earl of DESART asked the Government 
whether any special provisions had been made 
as to pensions or gratuities to officers and men 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary who were in- 
jured in the performance of their duties during 
the recent rebellion in Ireland, and what pro- 
visions would be made for the dependents of 
officers and men who were killed in the per- 
formance of their duties at that time. He said 
that this question was of considerable interest 
to all of them, from whatever part of the 
country they came. It had often been a matter 
of regret to him that they had not in that 


House any representatives of the Nationalist 
Party, because he felt sure that, with very few 
exceptions, he would have their sympathy and 
support when speaking of those who had 
suifered or had laid down their lives in per- 
formance of a public duty. He did not think 
h. was wrong in stating that the Royal Irish 
Constabulary enjoyed the respect of all classes in 
Ireland, and he wished to obtain from the 
Government, to every man, an assurance that 
those officers and men who suffered and were 
. wounded in the course of the recent disturb- 
ances in Ireland should meet at the hands of the 
Government proper and due recognition of 
their services. He and others appreciated, more 
than words could express, the gallantry and 
courage of the soldiers and sailors who had 
fought and were fighting for us in many parts 
of the world, but he did not think anyone 
couldebe found who would deny that the men 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary were equally 
4 · ap | of recognition for the they had 
played during the recent rebellion. There 
could be no question here of any political or 
party feeling. The officers and men of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary were drawn from all 
ranks of the Irish people. knew the 
people, and they sympathised with them. The 
poor in Ireland had, in fact, no better friends 
than the men of the Boyal Irish Constabulary. 
In this rebellion they had to preserve, as far 
as they could, the public peace. It was their 
duty to protect private and public property, 
and in the performance 6f their duty they were 
faced with conditions of great difficulty, and 
exposed to great danger, calling for great 
courage, restraint, and self-control. They did 
not fail, and what they did called for some 
recognition beyond that which usually followed 
upon the performance of many years’ service. 
Something was called for outside ordinary rules, 
and he hoped it would be forthcoming. He, per- 
sonally, should like to see something in the 
nature of a national recognition. 


THE EARL OF MEATH. 


The Earl of MEATH was pleased that the 
noble lord. had brought this sub} before the 
House. During the Récess he given this 
matter a good. deal of attention. He 
was not sure that the public fully realised what 
had been accomplished by the officers and men 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary, not only on 
behalf of the loyal tion of Ireland, but 
o the whole of the itish Empire, and in- 
directly of the Allies. Had it not been for 
their action there probably might have been a 
rising throughout the whole of Ireland, and 
therefore what the police did was, to his mind, 
deserving of the thanks of Parliament and of 
the nation. One of the first things the Govern- 
ment of Ireland might have done was to have 
come forward and thanked those men puolicly 
for what they had done. (Cheers.) Did they do 
that? No; they did not. No doubt, medals 
would be given, but they wanted something 
much more to show that the Government, the 
nation, and the Empire Were grateful to these 
men. It was not a question of simply giving 


scale of gratuities. ‘These men had undoubtedly 
stopped a repeilion, which, but for them, would 
have broken out al) over Ireland. Some of the 
unhappy men who were killed had leí de- 
pendents who, in ordinary circumstances, would 
not be provided for, and if anything was given 
to them it was an act of grace. When this 
subject first came up he called upon Mr. Duke, 
upon Sir John Maxwell, and others, and he 
found that the whole matter had been eon- 
sidered more or less from a Treasury point of 
view. That was—What was the least that could 
be given? He felt very indignant, and he 
spoke very strongly, indeed, about it. Negotia- 
tions took place, and he was glad to say that as 
& consequence there was some im- 
rovement, and, there was. an increase 
a the pensions and allowances. There 
was really no difference between the case 
of these men and the case of officers and men 
killed or injured in the war, and the matter 
ought to be looked at from a broad point of 
view. He urged the Government to take their 
courage in both hands, amd show the officers 
and men of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police that they in- 
tended to stand by them, and that they re- 
ongnised the value of the services they had 


rendered to the country. (Cheers.)

RECRUITING. 

There is ho news of any fresh nego gotiations for 
an agreement for the settlement of the future 
government of Ireland, and the absence of any 
definite movement is eausing dissatisfaction in 
more than one Government department, writes 
n correspondent of the Daily Telegraph.

The 
conviction is growing in official cireles that an 
agreement upon the political situation is a 
necessary condition precedent to a national re 
cruiting campaign in Ireland, for the simple 
reason that no feasible alternative plan of 
raising the men has been put forward by any- 
body, in Ireland or out of it. The Government 
are being pressed to accept the situation from 
this point of view, and to bring the matter to 
a head, The point is being m to them that 
if they aecede to the Nationalist demand they 
are merely confirming the decision of Parlia- 
ment, come to long ago. But the most potent 
argument which is being brought to bear is that 
nothing matters, in the great struggle in which 
the country is engaged, except the winning of 
the war, and, as a necessary means to that end 
is the provision of men, the logical conclusion 
is bemg enforced that if the Nationalists want 
the Home Rule Act put into operation now in- 
stead of after the war, the public interest will 
not suffer by the speeding up which is asked 
‘for as the consideration for gathering these 
young men into the Army. ‘There are other 
reasons, quite as grave, that dre bein ut be- 
fore the Government why the Home Rule diff- 
culty should be met by prompt action. Without 
sacrifice and without conciliation, nothing can 
be done to obtain the 200,000 men whom the

TOO MANY IRISH 


QUESTIONS. 


Mr, Ronald . McNeill imtends, says the 
Morning Post, to renew his claim to-morrow 
that another fifteen minutes should be given to 
questions, and to repeat it every Thursday, 
when the motion for adjournment till the fol- 
lowing Tuesday is made. Last week he was 
supported by Sir Edward Carson, and Mr.

My neutral friend spent his last 
night in Germany at that palatial hostelry as 
recently as last week. For breakfast he was 
ouly able to get imitation coffee, served with 
condensed milk and saccharine, dry war bread, 
aud Swiss cheese. He was told that sardines 
or smoked salmon could be fetched. Before the 
war, pork, ham, and bacon were the most popu- 
lar German food, but owing to the Government 
mistake of killing pigs in what I heard called 
the “pork panic,” the Germans are to-day 
facing a remarkable shortage of their favourite 
mont. I believe that they have only one-fourth 
as many pigs as they had before the war. The 
great slaughter early in the war gave a false 
optimism, not only to Germans, but also to 
visitors. - To-day the most tremendous efforts 
are being made to increase the number of pigs.

CONGESTED DISTRICTS 
BOARD WORK, 


A TWELVEMONTH SURVEY. 


From the 24th Re of the Di 
tricis Board for Pe nan which — issued last 
night as a Parliamentary Blue Book, it appears 
that the total recepts of all funds for the year 
ended ust March last amounted to £859 736 
and the payments to £623,004, leavi ance 
of £236,642. It is explamed that this balance 
was partly due to the fact that the estimated 
expenditure on estates, improvement works, and 
on the purchase of tenants’ interests in hold- 
ings was not realised. The actual iture 
on improvement works fell short of the esti- 
mate by £49,158, and the amount paid for the 
purchase of tenants’ interests was £51,546 less 
than was provided in the original estimates for 
the year. The unexpended amounts, it is 
pointed out, are not savings, but the payments 
are only deferred to a later date. Touching 
income, it is shown that the amount of renis 

i £271,749, whilst the 
revenne from untenanted lands, exclusive of 
live stock, was £68,688. The tenants on the 
Board's books at the end of March were 50,380. 

UNTENANTED LANDS. 

On the subject of untenanted lands, the report 
says:—The amount of untenanted land avail- 
able in the congested districts counties for the 
relief of congestion is less than is required to 
provide even a large proportion of the existing 
occupiers of small holdings with economic hold- 
ings. A large number of estates are now ready 
for vesting in the Board, and are being held 
over by the Land Commission owing to diffi- 
culties with payment of the purchase monev. 
Durmg the year 210 dwellinghouses were erected 
by the Board on new or re-arranged hokdings 
on their estates at a total cost of £35,837, and 
281 dwellinghouses were erected, or substantially 
improved by the tenants themselves at a total 
cost, meluding free grants and advances, of 


SEA FISHERIES. 


Interesting details are supplied as to the sea 
fisheries.. The year under review was a good 
one for most of the imshore fishermen on the 
Western half of Ireland. Although the takes 
were not exceptionally heavy, prices were even 
higher than last year, and it was only towards 
the end of the period that carrying companies 
were obliged, owing to military requirements, 
to curtail the quantity of the shipments of fish 
for crosa-Channel markets in Great Britain. 
During the year practically no Scottish or Eng- 
lish fishing vesseis came to the Western ports 
of Ireland, and the local fishermen believe that 
their success is largely due to the fact. from 
their point of waw, that the fish, especially 
herrings, were not intercepted on thefr wuy in- 
shore to spawn by the miles upon miles ain 
fished by the steam and motor - drifters in 
former years. The herrings are of better 
quality when they are canght inshore than 
when caught in the long drift nets about twenty 
miles or more off the coast. The value of 
mackerel caught off the coast of the con 
distriets during 1915-16 was £52,404, slightly less 
than the earnings of previous years. 

HOME SPUN TWEEDS. 


Since the war began there has been an in- 
creasing demand for homespun: tweeds, and all 
looms and spinning wheels are kept busy. Prices. 
too, have gone up, and the supply of native 
wool hes been insufficient,

RESTRICTIONS ON RETAIL 


TRADE. 


By an Order in Council, under the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations, published in the London 
Gaectte last ht, the retary of State, the 
Secretary for Uand, or the Lord Lieutenant 
may, by order, restrict, either E enerally or in 

ioular areas, the hours in t evening dur- 
ing which any class of trade or business may be 
rson who is expressed in 
“any such order to be liable to penalty in con- 
nection with any contravention of the order 
will be guilty of a summary offence against 
these : regulations, and will be punishable accord- 
ingly. 

The Prev Bureau last. night issued the fol- 
lowin 

The Home Secretary gives notice that he has 
made an Order under the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations requiring all shops to be closed for 
the serving of customers at and after eight p.m. 
on Friday, nine p.m. on Saturday, and seven 
p-m. on other days from the 30th October, 1916, 
to the 30th April next, inclusive. The carrying 
om of retail trade elsewhere than in a shop (e. ., 
in the street) is also prohibited after the same 
hours. It will be noticed that a later hour 
has been fixed for Friday than was originally 
proposed. The Order does not affect the obli- 
gation to close for the weekly half-holiday under 
the Shops Acts, or to comply with any other 
statutory requirement restricting the hours of 
sale or transaction of business. 

The following exceptions are allowed by the 
Order :—(1) The serving of a customer where it 
is proved that the customer was in the shop 
before thé closing hour, or that reasonable 
grounds existed for believing that the article 
supplied after the closing hour to a customer 
was required in a case of illness, or (2) the sale 
after the closing hour of (a) meals to be con- 
sumed on premmes or newly-cooked provisions 
to be consumed off the premises, (b) intoxicating 
liquors to be consumed on or off the premises, 
(c) medicine or medical or surgical appliances, so 
long as the shop is kept open and lighted only 
for such time as is necessary for serving the cus- 
tomers, (d) newspapers, (e] victuallers’ stores or 


tary authority for His Majesty's Forces or re- 
quired for any ship on her arrival at or im- 
mediately before her departure from port, so 
long as the shop is kept-open and lighted only 
for such time as is necessary for serving the 
customer; or (3) the transaction, after the clos- 
ing hour, of any post office business or shaving 
or 1 in a barber’s or hairdresser 
shop up fo eight o’clock in the evening. 

It must be clearly understood that the shop 
which remains open for the sale of any such 
articles or the transaction of any such business 
is not allowed to sell anything else or carry on 
any other retail trade or business after the 
closing hour.

The claim made is that where 
contracts for goods for use in Ireland can be 
filled by Irish firms on strictly competitive lines 
no system of red tape, or no Circumlocution 
Office methods, shall permitted to interpose 
between the Irish firm and the contract. 

Women Munition Workers.—At the office of 
the Irish Women’s Reform League, 29 South 
Anne street, yesterday afternoon, Miss G. D. 
Cummins delivercd an interesting lecture on 
Women Munition Workers in England. Miss 
Chenevix occupied the chair. In the course of 
her remarks Miss Cummins gave an account of 
the various forms of munition work in which 
women are employed in the large English muni- 
tion factories, and pointed out the many ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of their employ- 
ment. Dealing with the after-war problems 
which would arise she said that though it was 
understood the munitien factoriés would be 
converted to serve thé purposes of peaceful in- 
dustries there must inevitably be a serious dis- 
location with regard to employment at the 
termination of hostilities, and many women 
could not hope to earn the same wages in peace 
time as they were earning at present. As to 
the permanent employment of women in 
mechanical engineering she pointed out that not 
only would there be a shortage of men after the 
war, but that there were many branches of 
mechanical engineering for which women wera 
especially adapted. She paid a warm tribute to 
the heroism of the many women who were at 
present being employed upon work which in- 
evitably led to nervous breakdown, and in some 
forms to permanent injury to health, and even 
to early death.

GERMAN ETHICS IN WAR. 


ASSEMBLY’S COLLEGE, BELFAST.

session of the Assemluy's 
College, Beliast, which is connected wirn tne 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, toak piace 
this afternoon, Kev. Professor Leitch, D.D. (Chair. 
man of the Faculty), oecupying the chair. 

The President delivered an important address on 

‘Germah Ethics and Reiigion in War.” lle said 
that war was a great revealer of character. It cast 
its lurid light into the depths of human nature. 
The greatest surprise of the present war had been 
the revelation that it had made of the ethics and 
religion of Germany. The world looked in amaze- 
ment and horror at Germany im hór deliberate pro- 
voking of the war, aud at her method of conducting 
it, Which gave indications of moral digression that 
had never before been reached by any -civiliged 
nation. It was dificult in time of war io ; 
impartial in their judgment of the character of 
the enemy; yet it was important for them to know 
the truth, and look as dispassionately as they could 
at the facts as they existed. Hitherto the worid 
was wilime to take Germany at her own valvalion, 
and esteemed her as au enlighi ened, caltured Chris- 
tian nation, but since the war even neutral nations 
had had te confess that they did net really know 
Germany, and those who thought they kpew her 
best were the most mistaken. Having recalled Ger. 
many’s deliberate provecation of. the war, and 
enumerated some of the woret of her Atrocities, the 
learned professor said that there scemed to be no 
act of meanness, cruelty, and brutality that the 
Germans would fot deiiberateiy commit, and no lie 
that they would not make to hide it. How could 
they secouut for the moral degradation of a nation 
ouce called Protestant and Christian? The history 
of Prussia and other German States threw light on 
the problem Proceeding, Dr, Leitch trac the 
progress of Prussianising infimence in Germany, 
with the resultant apotheosis of thc State, and blind 
obedience to the State. Germany’s Christianity 
had net been that of the New Testament; it was a 
Christianity that was as t that had lost its 
savour: it had no power against the moral corrub- 
tion of human nature. In dealtine with materi 
things, the Germaps had no equals, bat in goes 
of mind they were singularly déficient. The 
lesson to be learned from the 1 gre — 
ethics and religion of Germany was the i rtance 
of holding by fhe Deity an Divine athas oí 
their Lord Jesus Christ. he opposite teaching 
had been so disseminated in that country as to 
make it possible for the German population fo 
approve and a ud the wildest atrocities, Culture 
without Christianit event war:
